. Trar no Perſons be admitted anlek introduced by Two or more 
Houſcholders Members of the ſaid Aſſociation, and approved of by 
the Majority of the Aſſociation aſſembled by previous Notice, or of any 


Committee appointed thereby, by Vote or Ballot, as mg have been 
before determined by the Aſſociation itſelf. 


2. That it be recommended to ſuch of this Aſſociation who (hall be 
able and willing to give Time from their ſeveral Occupations, to pro 
vide themſelves with the neceſſary Arms and Accoutrements of 


Cavalry or Infantry, and to attend to be trained, and learn the Vie of 
fach Arms. 


. That i it be recommended to Perſons aſſociating, and no may 
not chuſe to meet to exerciſe, to provide themſelves with a Pike Nine 
Feet long, and a Girdle, with a Brace of Piſtols, or Sword. But each 
Claſs of Pikemen may be muſtered with their Arms by its Captain, at 
ſuch convenient and ſtated Time and Place as he ſhall appoint; and 


that a Specimen of the Pike be kept at the Court Houſe. e end {? \ — 


4. That the Inhabitants of che ſaid Pariſh who ſhall have aſſociated O N 
lee for ſuch Purpoſes, be divided into Claſſes of F ifty each, Jy ehe. 


Whether Cavalry, Infa: Qtry, or Pikcucu; which Diviſions ſhall be made uu \2 ol 
as much as poſſible by Streets and Squares contiguous to each other. N 


5¹ That every Claſs be commanded by an Inhabitant of the Pariſh, 
who ſhall be appointed by the ſaid Claſs, and approved of by the 
Committee of Aſſociation, and recommended by ſuch Committee to 
the Lord Lieutenant of the County, and conſidered as Captain of the 
Claſs, and act as ſuch under a Commiſſion from His MAJESTY. 


6. Th at each Claſs ſhall alſo nominate a Lieutenant. and Cornet or 


Enſign, (being Inhabitants of the Pariſh, and conſtantly reſident ereln,) 
to be approved of by the Committee. 


7. That each Clafs ſhall carry Standards, or Colours, to be num- 
bered; the Number to be determined by Lot. The Standards or 
Colours of every Claſs to be the fame, of a plain Red, with the Words, 
Sr. Mary-le- Bone Aſfsciation, in Black, upon them. 


8. That in numbering the Claſſes, the Cavalry, Infantry, and Pike- 
men, {hall be kept diſtin from each other. 


That the Cavalry, Infantry, and Pikemen mall with A to 
he Claſſes of each Deſcription, take Rank according to the Number 
drawn by each Claſs. 


10. That in order to prevent the Expence * uniform Dreſs, the 
Perſons aſſociating, when acting in the Defence of the Pariſh, ſhall 
vear a Piece of Scarlet Cloth, Two Inches and a Half broad, tied round
